Or at least one local business has 
found the seaway of benefit — and 
very directly. 

The other day the W. V. Lahtl 
Oil Co. of Antioch was called on to 
deliver diesel oil to the Moormac 
Fir of the Moore-McCormick line at 
Kenosha, one of the well known 
freighter lines in the nation. 

This oil went into tanks on board 
ship that supply the vessel's galley. 

The ship was loading army ve- 
hicles, ship's stores and other sup- 
plies for the U.S. Army occupation 
forces In France, W. V. Lahtl said. 



The vessel was to make one stop 
— 'Montreal, Canada — before it ar- 
rived in France. The ocean-going 
freighter would use the St. Law- 
rence seaway, the Great Lakes and 
the St. Lawrence river. 

Lahti said this call for his firm to 
supply oil to the ship was the first 
for him of this kind since the sea- 
way opened. 

Order for the Antioch company 
to pump in the fuel came from the 
Gulf Oil company, but the diesel 
oil was taken from storage tanks 
at Antioch. 

Driving the Lahti truck was Otto 
Hanke. 



A spokesman at the docks in 
Kenosha told the Antioch News that 
it was not unusual for a firm from 
as far away as Antioch to be called 
upon such as the Lahti company 
was late last week. 

Thirty or so ocean-going ships 
have used the port of Kenosha docks 
since the St. Lawrence Seaway was 
opened. Most of them were in the 
450 to 460 foot long class. 

However, some were smaller, 
especially those which carry small 
foreign passenger cars to this coun- 
try from abroad. 

These 30 vessels do not include 
lake-going ships that dock at Ken- 



osha.

The 27-foot cabin cruiser valued 
at $15,000 sank in Kenosha harbor 
after being hit by the 445-foot ocean 
going vessel as the latter turned 
around in the basin after loading 
cargo.

McHenry Hospital Sets a New Record 



McHENRY— A record high was 
hit in July 1959 when 143 patients 
were admitted to McHenry hospital, 
according to the institution.

The legal department of the Chi- 
cago motor club points out that as 
the operators of such trailers, motor* 
ists become subject to many 'Unfa- 
miliar licensing,' identification and 
operating regulations. 
■ Under Illinois lawj such trailers 
are "vehicles of the second division" 
and' they are: subject to registration 
fees based on their gross weight ; in^ 
eluding the vehicle and its maxi- 
mum load. . -\ /-. 

As "vehicles of the .second divi- 
sion," ^their, operators become 'sub- 
ject to a number of requirements 
which do. not" apply to drivers of 
passenger cars, alone. 
i The motor club, says these special 
requirements include: \ V*.. 
' jPhe^ trailer must * be inspected 
semi-annually for its safety factors, 
just as a truck is inspected. . -. .•'• 

The registration card for the "trail- 
er must be carried at all times. 

Speed is more strictly limited. 

While a passenger car may be op- 
erated at 65 miles per hour outside 
of an urban district, the towing of 
even the lightest of trailers reduces 
the legal speed to 55 miles per hour. 

With a heavier trailer, where the 
total weight exceeds 8,000 pounds, 
the speed limit is 50 miles per hour. 

Special rules for trucks must be 
obeyed, such as following desig- 
nated "truck routes" and not op- 
erating on streets reserved for pas- 
senger cars only. 

The trailer must be marked with 
the owner's name and address and 
the vehiclejs empty weight, in let? 
tering at least two inches high' and 
one-half inch wide, on both sides of, 
the vehicle. 

This information may be painted 
on the frame of the trailer, or shown 
on' plates attached to both sides of 
the trailer.

Boat Trailer 
Owners Warned 

Boat trailer owners in Illinois are 
being warned that starting Septem- 
ber 15 state highway police will be- 
gin enforcing a law requiring that 
there be "printed or otherwise firm- 
ly affixed to such vehicle on both 
sides thereof, in color or colors viv^ 
idly contrasting to the color of "the 
vehicle, the name and address of the 
owner thereof, the maximum empty 
weight of such vehicle and the cer- 
tificate or permit number of such 
vehicle, if any." 

The police clarified the point of 
the owner's address being painted 
or attached to the trailer by stating 
that only the city or town name 
would be required and not the spe- 
cific address of the owner. 

According to information received 
by the Outboard Boating Club of 
America from the police, the infor- 
mation must be printed in letters 
at least two inches high and one- 
half inch wide. 

OBC was also informed that be- 
ginning Sept. 15 the state's 55 m.p.h. 
speed limit for cars nauling boat 
trailers would be strictly enforced.

Old Method For 
Resuscitation. 

In an old book printed before the 
1900's appears this method of resus- 
citating a nearly drowned person: 

/ - .4 

"The rules that ought to be ob- 
served in treating a person rescued 
from the water are few and simple. 
Dr. H. R. Silvester's methods of re- 
storing the apparently dead or 
drowned — which have been ap- 
proved by the royal medical and 
chirugical society — are practical, 
easily understood, and are in ac- 
cordance with common sense. 

"The one important point to be 
aimed at is, of course, restoration of 
breathing, and efforts to accom- 
plish this should be- persevered in 
until the arrival of medical assist- 
ance, or until the pulse and breath 
have ceased for at least an hour. 

''Cleanse the mouth and nostrils; 
Open the mouth; draw forward the 
patient's tongue with a handker- 
chief, and keep it forward; remove 
all tight clothing from about the 
neck and chest. 

"As to the patient's position, place 
him on his back on a flat surface, in- 
clined a little from the feet upward; 
raise and support the head and 
shoulders on a small firm cushion or 
folded article of dress placed "under 
the shoulder blades. Then grasp 
the arms just above the elbows, and 
draw the arms gently and steadily 
upward, until they meet above the 




head (this 'is for the purpose of 
drawing air into the lungs); and 
keep the arms in that position for 
two seconds. Then turn down the 
patient's arms, and press them gent- 
ly and firmly for two seconds 
against the sides of the chest (with 
the object of pressing air out of the 
lungs;. pressure on the breast bone 
will aid this.) 

"Repeat these measures alternates 
ly, deliberately and perse veringly, 
fifteen times in a minute, until a 
spontaneous effort to respire is per- 
ceived, upon which cease to imitate 
the movements of breathing, and 
proceed to induce circulation .and 
warmth. This may ' be done by 
wrapping the patient in dry blan- 
kets and rubbing the limbs upward, 
firmly and energetically. Promote 
the warmth of the body by the ap- 
plication of hot flannels, bottles of 
hot water, etc., to the pit of the 
stomach, the arm-pits and to the 
soles of the feet. 

"Warm clothing may generally be 
obtained from a bystander. 

"On the restoration of life, stimu- 
lants should be given,_and a dispo- 
sition to sleep encouraged," 

Also a remedy for shake bite from 
this same old book: \ ....... 

"Turpentine is said to be a' sure 
cure for bite of a snake. It should 
be put In a bottle, and the mouth 
being placed over the spot, the liquid 
should be brought directly in con- 
tack with the wound by inverting 
the bottle, which should be held 
there until relief is obtained. A 
complete alleviation of pain has 
been known to ensue in less than a 
quarter of an hour. An important 
discovery." 

It must have meant 1 non-poison- 
ous snake, as it seems hardly ade- 
quate for rattlesnake nips. Very 
rarely does a harmless snake bite, 
even in self-defense. 

And to kick the tobacco habit, this 
simple method: 

Buy two ounces or more of gen- 
tian root, coarsely ground. Take as 
much of it after each meal, or often - 
er, as amounts to a common quid of 
'fine-cut.' Chew it slowly and swal- 
low the juice. Continue this a few 
weeks, and you will conquer the in- 
satiable appetite for tobacco, which 
injures both mind and body, and 
from which thousands struggle to 
be free, but give up in despair."

He left Shanghai ten 
days before t the Communists took 
over, arriving in the United States 
In April of 1949. While in China he 
completed mare than fourteen mil- 
lion dollars of construction work.

"This change will make the direc- 
tory more useful to the Antioch area 
telephone users," said Hood. "Sur- 
veys show that many of our custom- 
ers want a wider-range directory to 
match modern calling patterns. 

"As our community and the sur- 
rounding area continue to grow, 
more, and more people need to keep 
in touch with friends and businesses 
throughout the Lake county area. 

"With all phones in this area list- 
ed In the Antioch directory, calling 
will be easier." 

Classified listings in the -yellow 
pages will continue as at present. 

The colorful format now used on 
the Antioch directory will be con- 
tinued. In addition, the new direc- 
tory cover will show a map of the 
Antioch area and all towns and com- 
munities in it covered by the wider- 
range alphabetical listings. 

Hood explained that because more 
numbers are provided, the directory 
will shift from its present "digest" 
size to the popular "magazine" style 
and will have four alphabetical col- 
umns to a page. 

The type size in the white pages 
will be slightly smaller to prevent 
the book from becoming bulky. 

But to give, the pages extra white- 
ness and make the printing stand 
out better, a specially coated paper 
will be used in the new directories.

1. Home accidents kill more 
children 1-4 years of age than any 

2. Home falls take 12,000 lives 
a year. 

3. Home fires and other burns 
take the lives of 5,500 persons an- 
nually. 

4. Accidental poisoning in the 
home claims 1,000 victims a year. 

"Home accidents," the National- 
Safety Council reports, "kill 27,000 
a year, and injure more than four 
million'. 

"In view of these facts," the Coun- 
cil said, " you may well be con- 
cerned with the safety of your home. 

"But when you stop and consider 
the great number of hours spent in 
the home, the statistics are more 
understandable even if the danger 
is just as real." 

A hazard-free home, the Council 
said, results from practicing the safe 
way of doing things. ''You'll .soon 
do them automatically," it pre- 
dicted. 

Here are some danger signals to 
watch out for in the home: 

1. Water or grease on the kitchen 
floor. 

2. An unlighted stair, or toys 
and boxes piled on stair steps. 

3. Oily rags or papers left in a 
corner of the basement. , 

4. Dull knives, which are danger- 
ous because they force the user to 
apply too much pressure, and be- 
cause most people don't have 
the proper respect for them. 

5. Pots on the stove, the handles 
turned out for little hands to grab. 
. 6. Rubbing alcohol, candy-coated 
laxatives, and aspirin left for small 
children to sample.

Power Lawn Mower 

Brings New Hazards 

i _ 

The. post-World War II exodus 
from the city to the suburbs brought 
with it a new-fangled problem — 
the power lawn mower. 

One of the first mower accidents 
of record occurred 15 years ago to 
a soldier who was wounded in the 
leg. by a spoon hurled by a moWer 
busy in his front lawn. 

The number of mower mishaps 
has increased since then in direct 
proportion to the adde . popularity 
of the power mower. 

In 1958 an estimated 15 million 
power mowers' were in use. While 
no national statistics are available 
on the power mower accident prob- 
lem, a study in Georgia turned up 
these facts, according to the National 
Safety Council. 

. 1. Three out of 10 persons in- 
jured in mower mishaps are hurt 
by objects thrown by the mower. 

2. One injury in seven results in 
some permanent disability. 

3. ' Toes and feet are parts of the' 
bady most often injured. 

Power mowers are especially 
handy for the large lawn, may- be 
inconvenient for the small city tot. 
According to the Council, they're no 
more dangerous than any other 
gadget used around the year — if a 
few basic rules such as these are 
observed: , 

11. Don't use an electric motor 
when the grass is wet and slippery. 

2. Don't let children operate a 
mower. 

3. Refuel out of doors. Never 
reel a power mower while it's run- 
ning or still hot from use. 

4. Cut sideways, not up and 
down, on hills and banks. Be sure 
of your footing and balance. 

5. Clear are area to be mowed 
of sticks, stones, fire and other 
obstacles. 

Know how to disengage the clutch 
and stop the engine quickly. 

"Power lawn mowers,", the Coun- 
cil agrees, "are a great time-saver. 
But they brought with them new 
hazards which users must guard 
against."

"The trip across the Atlantic was 
relatively . uneventful,".; Com.

Bread Baking 
Still Popular 
Among 4-H'ers 

In this era of push button kitch- 
ens and prepared foods, it might be 
concluded that the culinary art of 
baking bread is doomed and will be 
lost to future generations of home- 
makers. 

However, according to one who is 
in a position to know, this is unlikely 
so long as there are 4-H girls in 
the kitchen. \

She's bedridden, but that hasn't 
dimmed her bright sense of humor 
nor her desire to keep on working 
to record her impressions of the 
things she's seen through her long 
life. 

Through all the years of her adult 
life, Mrs. Marsh has been making 
pictures of any materials she could 
lay her hands on. ' 

Stones, wood, bits of plants, paints 
have all become her tools to combine 
Into pictures that are pleasingly 
pretty, impressively real, or hilar- 
iously funny caricatures of people 
Or situations we're all familiar with. 

TRYING TO PIN down, or charac- 
terize her many kinds of worlds a 
little like trying to catch quicksilver. 

Some of her little stone pictures, 
with their little stone pictures, with 
with their clever sub-titles, are 
searching comments on human na- 
ture, with all its little quirks and 
fallibilities, and bring out the hu- 
morous aspects in everyday situa- 
tions: Some show pathos. 

Some of her water colors of land- 
scapes show her appreciation of the 
beauties of nature and are so real 
and show motion so perfectly you 
feel they must be very good, though 
she insists she is not an artist. 

I suppose the one quality that 
rims all through her work is a deep 
appreciation of, and delight in, life 
and people and the beauties of na- 
ture. 

She has the ability to pick out 
universal traits, portray them and 
label them, so that the observer can 
see what she sees. 

With the help of her daughter, she 
showed us some of her work. 

She's made figurines depicting fa-

Sielski safid that since 'rubber tires 
insulate a car and keep the current | 
from becoming grounded, there is 
little danger that lightning can harm 
the passengers. -, 

"Of course, if there is a sturdy 
building nearby, it is much better 
to seek shelter there," he added. 

If you do decide to pull over and 
wait out the storm in your car, Siel- 
ski offered the following safety tips: 

Don't park under a tree or pole 
which, if struck by lightning, may 
fall on top of the car. 

Try, if possible, to avoid parking 
under overhead power lines strung 
along the roadside. During severe 
storms many of these wires are 
downed. 

Park on high land where water 
won't accumulate. / 

Although you are safe when you 
remain in your car, it is impossible 
to tell whether a downed wire is 
"live" or "dead." 

To be on the safe side, simply sit 
tight and wait, but avoid touching 
any metal parts inside the car. 

If you have to summon help, use 
a wooden or plastic object to de- 
press your car's horn button or ring.

The saying that "every dog 
has his day" no longer holds 
true, for now our canine friends 
have a full week dedicated just 
to them. During National Dog 
Week the F.H.A. (Friskies 
Housing Authority) appeals to 
dog owners to check their pet's 
housing. Sub-standard dog 
houses that are damp and 
drafty seriously affect their 
tenants' health and may cause 
rheumatism, arthritis and other 
joint afflictions. Dogs* enjoy 
privacy occasionally as much 
as humans do, and having a 
retreat of their own makes for 
■ more contented pet — and 
a more contented owner, too. 
Friskies basic dog house 
sketched above can be con- 
structed for as little as $15.00. 
If your ' dog's present house 
doesn't measure up to FJH.A. 
standards and you're a dog 
owning do-it-yourselfer, here's 
your chance to do Fido a good 
turn and have fun doing it 
The dog house sketched above 
Is scaled to accommodate one 
large dog that measures ap- 
proximately 24 inches at the 
•houlder, or two little fellows 
•uch as a Scottie or a Beagle. 
It's built on a concrete slab 
of cemented-together cinder 
blocks with a corrugated metal 



roof on a wooden frame. The 
house measures 48 inches wide, 
40 inches deep and 24 inches 
high on the outside. 

For a house of this size, you'll 
need 30 cinder blocks that are 
4 Inches thick, 8 inches wide 
and 16 inches long for the four 
walls andV the room ■ divider, 
plus four naif blocks for the 
center of each wall and two 
4 by 4 8 inch blocks. The floor 
in the sleeping area and the 
entry are raised four inches 
above the cement slab base. 
Both are removable. The entry 
way flooring is slatted so that 
the dog doesn't trail dirt on his 
paws into the sleeping area. 

Or, you can let your imagina- 
tion run riot and add all sorts 
of chic accouterments. Your 
dog's house can well become 
the talk of the town and the 
envy of Fido's friends. 
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
